by the use of which it will be possible to 
telephone across the ocean. He says that 
with the use of his invention he has distinct- 
ly heard, over a wire, the ticking of a watch 
1,500 miles away. 

“The reason it is impossible to telephone 
more than a thousand miles by the Bell 
method,“ said Mr. Vaughan, is because 
the induction coil and transmitters now ‘n 
use will not stand a ter electric power 
than six voits m four cells. After 
years of experiment I have succeeded in per- 
fecting an improved combination of induction 
coil and transm{tter that will permit the 
use of forty or fifty volts and about thirty- 
five or forty cells.“

A number of city officials were seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and asked what they 
thought of the situation and if they could 
suggest any practical solution of it. 
Councilman Heckel said: I am heartily in 
favor of 1 the wires underground. I 
realize fully the necessity of placing them 

there for the safety of the public, but my 

object is to put them there in such a way as 
not to turn the streets of. the city over to 
the wire-using companies without any con- 
sideration. With this end in view I am now 

at work on an or . 

In my opposition to the ordinance which 
was killed last Friday night I was not 
opposing the object of the ordinance, but 
the ordinance itself. I did not think that the 
bill as drawn would aécomplish the object 
we desired. Should that ordinance have de- 
come a law it would have i ived the city 
in endless and costly litigation, and would 
have been apt to cause it to pay over a 
million dollars to the companies having the 
city lighting contracts. 

“Another reason for my opposition was 
that the ordinance placed a greater power 
in the hands of the Board of Public Im- 

| provements than the Charter ever contem- 
lated, and it also allowed the Board of 
ublic Improvements to discriminate for or 
against any applicant for permission to go 
under ground. 

“We have tittrtcen: wtre-aging companies 
in St. Louis and on no street is there room 
for more than eleven of them, end where 
the street cars have the center and the gas 
and waterpipes and sewers one side, there 
would not be room for more than five wire 
companies on the other. 

“The ordinance, if passed, would have 
put an end at once to the suit of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. against the City of St. 
Louis, now pending in the United States 
Supreme Court, as it virtually gave without 
consideration the permission that the La- 
clede Co. is fighting for. 

The bill would have given to a few com- 
panies a monopoly of the whole district for 
all time, as it specified that after a cer- 
tain time all companies which had not ap- 
plied for permission to go under ground]. 
should be forever barred from use of those 
Streets.

of other patriot volunteers. They carried 
out Gen. Maceo’s plan to the letter and 
saved the troops, but they forfeited their 
lives, Matilde dying with the others.
